to induce a Chinaman to subscribe for 
his own journal and poruso its leaders, 
down to'the probable mental and moral 
dovelopment ofa Celestial who lias only 
reached the civiliing point of Long 
Ells and Grey Shirtings. Bverything 
of lato from Hongkong has had 
trong infusion of the molancholy 
elomont, that wo wolcomo 1! of 
ial snushine a8 a hopoful sign of | 
ity. Whothor this 
Aosirablo’ rosult arises from tho fact 
that tho Viotorian colonists Lavo talked 
thomsolves into a sort of nightmare 
on th depression of tendo, and then 
talked thomsclves out of it under a 
solemn conviction that tho intorusts of} 
civilizntion—which in this case may bo 
taken ag synonymous with Tong Fils 
and Shirtings—domand an immediate 
Aolearation of war against China, it is 
not for us to determine.

INLAND TRANSIT DUES. 





‘Tue illegal exaction of transit dues on 
foreign owned cargo is such a stale 
subject of complaint that it is soldom 
roferred to, A vague hope exists that. 
fa remedy will be applied by the new 
treaty, and in tho mean timo enck now 
squeeze is fought as it best can be, by 
tho vietim, Cases havo been ‘of tro 
quent occurrence lately at Ningpo, in 
‘Which manufictured goods the lend 
fide property of foreigners, and prodace 
‘either purchased or heavily advanced 
upon, have been stopped ou their way 
to and from tho interior. But. tho 
most glaring iustance wo have heard 
of, hos lately happened near Chine 
Keang. A_guautity of exrgo worth 
about Tis, 700, purchased by n forciga 
merchant in the country and coming 
down to him under protection of 
transit pass, hns been stopped at tho 
Woi-quan barrier near Chin-cheang-pa
